You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Francestown, on Tuesday, the tenth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 

3. To see if the town desires to take any action in 
relation to the location of the South side highway between 
the towns of Peterborough and Wilton, and the adoption 
of such vote or votes relating thereto. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate 
a sum of money for the suppression of the elm beetle, the 
gypsy and brown-tail moths, or take any action relating 
thereto. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate 
money to replace the Mill Village bridge with a perma- 
nent structure, or take any action relating thereto. 


6. Tosee if the town will vote to repair the side- 
walks, and raise or appropriate money for the same. 

7. To see if the town will vote to extend the annex 
the entire width of the Town House, and raise and ap- 
propriate money for the same. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate 
the sum of twenty-six dollars additional Library Appro- 
priation for the purpose of opening the Library two days 
each week. 

9. Tosee how much money the town will vote to raise 
for the observance of Memorial Day, or take any action 
relating thereto. 

10. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors and Com- 
mittees heretofore chosen, and take action on the same. 

11. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.
